Legislature 


HOUSE ANT 
SENATE 


Hold All-Night Session and Partially 


Clear the Calendar of Import- 


ant Bills—'Adjournment. 


Harrisburg, May 15.—The Capitol 


Investigation Commission presented 
a short report to" the Legislature set- 
ting forth that they had gone into the 
affair as deep as possible with the 
time at their command, but found the 
work so far-reaching as to make it 
practically impossible to complete the 
investigation before the adjournment 
of the Legislature on May 16. 
The probers also notified the Legis- 


lature that they had many lines of 
investigation yet to be followed out 
through which they expected to de- 
velop the most important disclosures 
of the entire proceedings and that 
they would therefore like the com- 
mission to be continued and to be di- 
rected to whom to report. 
Both 


branches of the Legislature immedi- 
ately passed a resolution continuing 
the commission and directing it to re- 
port to 
Governor 
Stuart with all 


recommendations. There was no op- 
position to the resolution nor waa 
any comment made. 
The Governor 


signed the resolution without delay. 


The 
Longwell 
bill, 
exempting 


short line railroads from the new 
two-cent fare law was defeated in the 
House. 
The bill applied to lines of 


forty miles or less in length and gave 
them the right to charge up to five 
cents a mile for passenger fare. Mr. 
Longwell called on Governor Stuart 
early in the day, but could get no 
assurance that the bill would be ap- 
proved even if passed. When it was 
called for final passage it encountered 
vigorous opposition at the hands of 
Representatives Brown 
of Clarion 


and McAdoo of Westmoreland. 
Rep- 


resentative Kaiss of Lycoming urged 
that the bill be passed as evidence of 
good faith on the part of the Legisla- 
ture toward the smaller railroads of 
the state. It was apparent from the 
start that the House was against the 
bill, and when a vote was taken it 
showed that the measure lacked fif- 
teen of a constitutional majority. The 
vote was 89 for to 65 against. 


The Kohr bill, levying a tax for all 


purposes on traction engines, auto- 
mobiles, wagons, trucks and all ve- 
hicles propelled by steam or electric- 
ity except motor cycles, was also de- 
feated. The bill has been before the 
House for six weeks or longer, dur- 
ing which time it occasioned more 
debate than perhaps any other meas- 
ure on the calendar. 
The following bills passed finally 


both the Senate and the House and 
now await the approval of the Gov- 
ernor: 
Appropriating 
$200,000 
for 
the 


care and maintenance of the National 
Road. 
Providing for the appointment of a 


deputy state veterinarian, a clerk 
and a stenographer. 
Providing for the appointment of a 


clerk for the director at farmers' in- 
stitutes. 
Providing for the payment of ex- 


penses of the Sheriff incident to the 
execution of writs against personal 
property in counties having a popu- 
lation of 1,000,000 or more. 


Providing that whenever the head 


of a family or a person, shall be 
quarantined because of an infectious 
or contagious disease and shall be 
unable to pay the expense of mainte- 
nance and treatment of his family 
or himself during the period of quar- 
antine, he shall be considered a "poor 
person" or a "needy and indigent 
poor" person within the meaning of 
the poor laws. 
Fixing the pay of Sheriff's watch- 


men at $2 a day and making twelve 
hours a legal day for such watchman. 


Requiring dogs to wear a collar 


to be provided by the owner, togeth- 
er with a tag to be attached show- 
ing payment of tax, and providing 
for killing of dogs whose owners 
fail to comply with the act. 


Compelling water 
companies to 


furnish water to municipalities in 
which their source of supply is locat- 
ed or forfeit their rights to a suffi- 
cient quantity to such sources as 
will supply the needs of such munici- 
palities. 
The Homsher bill, giving trolley 


companies right of eminent domain. 
The House will concur in the Senate 
amendments. 
The 
Senate 
passed 
finally 
the 


Cochrane Soldiers' Pension bill and 
the bill now awaits the action of the 
Governor. 
It carries an appropria- 


tion of $5,800,000, but Grand Army 
men say they will ask Governor Stu- 
^.rt to cut this amount to $2,000,000. 


The labor representatives have suc- 


ceeded in getting the help of Gov- 
, ernor Stuart and the Casey employ- 
ers' liability bill has been put back 
into its original shape, as the House 
demanded. 


May 
16—The 
Legislature 
last 


night accepted the Conference Com- 
mittee report on the compromise 
Dunsmore Railroad Commission bill 
and it is now in the hands of the 
Governor. The Senate passed the bill 
34 to 0; the House passed it by a 
vote of 179 to 0. 


In the House, "Farmer" Creasy 


spoke against 
the 
bill, but subse- 


quently voted for it. 
Mr. Dunsmore 


addressed the House at some length. 
He said that the new bill contained 
the essential features of the original 
measure. 
He further explained that 


several provisions had been eliminat- 
ed from the old bill, because in- the

MR. HORN MOVES 


But Wins Nothing on the Political 


Chess Board. 


The appended letter from Daniel 
S. Horn, Esq., to a prominent Demo- 
crat of the county is self explanatory. 


Chairman Frank Fletcher, true to 


Democratic principles, allowed the 
occasion to pass without sending out 
blanks.or suggesting names for com- 
mitteemen; he believes in allowing 
the Democrats of the several districts 
to make their own selection.

This 
stunning rebuke should teach at least 
one lesson: the Democrats of the 
county are not looking for a dictator. 
They know Mr. Horn and they, know 
of his political alliances and those 
who received letters and petitions 
used their judgment and none were 
filed.

RECKLESS 
MOTORING 


Must Be Checked—Black Hand Not 


Known in Italy—Peace Confer- 


ence and War Engines. 


New York, May 15.—One of the 


shocking features of the present state 
of affairs is the indifference with 
which we look upon human suffering 
and the jeopardizing of human life. 
Frightful steamboat and railroad ac- 
cidents occur 
every 
day involving 


hundreds of killed and wounded, yet 
because they have become so fre- 
quent they scarcely attract a passing 
notice. 
Little children playing in 


front of their own homes are maimed 
or murdered every day by trolley 
cars, the brutal motorman seeming 
to think that a few minutes time is 
of more value than a human life. 


Hearts are broken, firesides are 


left desolate, yet no one takes the 
trouble to ascertain if the pedestrian 
has any rights that the motorman is 
bound to respect. The first step to- 
wards reform should be the abolish- 
ment of fines in cases involving the 
loss of life or limb. Let the punish- 
ment be a long term of imprisonment, 
with hard labor. 
You then mete out 


justice to the rich and poor alike. 
As matters stand now, the rich man 
pays his fine and walks out of court 
a free man but the poor man goes 
to prison and serves out his time in 
hard and bitter toil for years; in one 
case justice is meted out as it ought 
to be, and in the other, crime is con- 
doned for money. 


About three weeks ago the chauf- 


feur of a multi-millionaire was driv- 
ing a touring car along a crowded 
boulevard at a fifty mile clip utterly 
regardless of whom he endangered; 
an old man was knocked down and 
severely injured; the chauffeur was 
caught and taken to the police court; 
the case was a flagrant one and the 
Magistrate was angry, for the old 
man injured was a much respected 
neighbor; the chauffeur was one of 
those high priced speeders we are im- 
porting on account of their desperate 
records in auto races all over Europe. 
,Before 
pronouncing sentence, 
the 


Judge gave the prisoner a lesson; 
he said he had been lenient, his fines 
having been five and ten dollars and 
a reproof, but that in this case he 
felt inclined to show no mercy, and 
after showing the prisoner the enor- 
mity of his crime, he finea him a hun- 
dred dollars, assuring him, if he ever 
appeared again in that court the pen- 
alty would 
be 
doubled; 
then the 


chauffeur said, "Am I free, now?" 
"Yes," said the Judge, "when you 
have paid your fine." The chauffeiu 
put his hand in his pocket and drew 
out a big wad of bank-bills; carefully 
selected a new, crisp hundred dollar 
bill and threw it down on the clerk's 
desk, with a contemptuous smile; 
when out of the court's jurisdiction 
he burst into a loud laugh which set 
the Judge's teeth on edge,—and 1 
thought I heard him say, "D—n him 
I wish I had him back." As the Judge 
is a Sunday school superintendent 1 
may have been mistaken about the 
cuss words, but, if the Judge did not 
say "D—n it" he looked it and it 
that chauffeur ever gets into his 
court again he will think that a cy- 
clone has struck his wallet—in addi- 
tion to which he may also be shown 
the inside of a state's prison. 


Something must be done to secure 


greater safety OL life and limb, and 
if 
the 
courts afford 
no 
relief,— 


though I detest a settlement by the 
unwritten law, I doubt not that ap- 
peal will finally be made to the court 
of Judge Lynch whose punishment it, 
swift and sure as well as impartial. 
Let judges and courts be warned, and 
thus avoid this calamity. 


We find ourselves facing a ver> 


serious matter, and no remedy yet 
oifered to help us out. 
The foreign 


element pouring in upon us at the 
rate of a thousand a week are an un- 
savory lot and they hive together in 
the most unsanitary manner, making 
a constant threat on the public peace 
and health; they hardly set foot on 
shore before they are captured by the 
unscrupulous politician and by the 
boldest perjury are piloted on the 
way to citizenship. 
It does not take 


them long to learn that the freeman's 
ballot,—gained by citizenship,—ha; 
a tangible value in dollars or whis- 
key; 
it is always marketable on elec- 


tion day. 
This precious jewel, for 


which we paid thousands in lives and 
treasure, is bartered away for less 
than a mess of pottage. 
Unless this 


undesirable immigration is blocked,it 
will not be long before they hold the 
balance of power, and our children 
may live to see the day when voters 
will be sold in batches to the highest 
bidder, as cattle are sold in the sham- 
bles. 


A party of Italian gentlemen met 


here a short time ago to consider the 
question of the prejudice against 
their race; the party was made up of 
men well known, and of high stand- 
ing in the community; there were 
doctors, lawyers, merchants and sol- 
diers, and after a very full investiga- 
tion and eulogy of the Italian peas- 
ant, the speaker made the astonish- 
ing declaration that the Black Hand 
is entirely unknown in Italy.

When the new-born city was to be 


given a name that of All Saints was 
suggested, 
probably because 
that 


would entirely eclipse the glory of all 
the 
other 
places 
with 
"saintly" 


names—St. Anthony, St. Peter, St. 
Croix and St. Paul. However, after 
considerable controversy, the 
city 


was named Minneapolis from the 
Sioux word Minne (water) and the 
Greek word Polis (city). 


The city covers nearly 60 square 


miles of territory, including the vil- 
lage of St. Anthony (Note 1). 


There are no great elevations or 


depressions except Lowery Hill, the 
lake beds and the great gorge of the 
Mississippi, which river flows through 
the cit> for a distance of 12 miles 
with a fall of 105 feet within one 
mile. The first house in Minneapolis 
was built by Col. John H. Stevens 
near the falls in 1849. A few years 
ago it was removed to Minnehaha 
Park where it is kept as a memento. 


In 1S5S Minneapolis was organized 


as a borough, but in I860 the act of 
incorporation was rejected at the 
demand of the citizens, on account ot 
the expense, and Minneapolis was 
placed back in the township. How- 
ever, in February, 1867, it was in- 
corporated as a city. 
On Februaiy 


28, 1878, the city and St. Anthony 
were consolidated as the city of Min- 
neapolis. In 1854 the city only con- 
tained 12 bouses, and these were 
scattered. 
Owing to the uncertainty 


as to what action Congress might 
take m regard to the claims of set- 
tlers on the Ft. Snelling reservation, 
the growth of the city was halted. 
But when Congress, in 1855, adopted 
the act giving the right of pre-emp- 
tion to actual settlers on that part 
of the reservation not required by the 
government, they were enabled to 
prove up and obtain titles to their 
claims. Then prosperity began, lands 
changed ownership, and many immi- 
grants with money came in. 


A land office had been opened in 


1854. 
The first survey of the city 


was made in the same year by W. R. 
Marshall, and other additions were 
made in 1856-7. In tbe fall of 1855 
more than 100 houses had been built, 
but the boom was suddenly checked 
by the panic of 1857, when the popu- 
lation had increased to 2,000. 
The 


court house for Henn«pin county 
was then in process of erection. 
The 


Presbyterian, Free Will Baptist and 
Episcopal congregations had church 
edifices. 
On May 11, 1858, Minne- 


sota was admitted as a state. 


Tbe founders of the city used no 


stinted economy in space in laying 
out the pavements, streets, avenues, 
parks and parkways, for they are all 
of great width. The principal streets 
and avenues aie paved with wooden 
blocks or asphaltum. Unfortunately 
the first streets weie located parallel 
to the river which runs through the 
city 
in 
a southeasteily direction, 


hence when the streets of the subse- 
quent additions were located accord- 
ing to the cardinal points, the streets 
at their connections made unsightly 
misfits and they look as though they 
had been jolted out of place. 


These minor defects are amply 


atoned for in the beautiful parks 
which have been set apart, and in the 
lovely lakes, which dot the-city over. 
The city owns about 1,800 acics of 
park area, with connecting and en- 
circling dnvewajs aggregating 
33 


miles in length. 
Among tbe parks 


are Loriug, 36 acres, Minnehaha, 159 
acres; Riverside, 20 acres; Fairview, 
21 acies, and many smaller ones, in

Minneapolis may very properly be 


divided into thiee parts: tbe Urban, 
which is built very compactly along 
tbe river and around tbe falls and is 
the centre of business, trade and 
manufactures; the Mid-Urban, with 
its wide streets and avenues, parks 
and palatial residences, wide front 
and side yards, is beautiful and fra- 
grant with grass, flowers, shrubbery 
and stately trees. 
This pait of the 


city was evidently intended for sub- 
urban residences, but through tbe 
rnaich of population and the increase 
of wealth it became too narrow and 
restricted, and hence a suburban set- 
tlement, per se, became a necessity. 
Tbe sub-urban section comprises that 
portion of the 
city that clustered 


around the lake border. 
There the 


Lake Dwellers have their country 
homes. 
I have observed two tendencies at 


work in Minneapolis, and tbe same 
tendencies exist in nearly all large 
towns and cities. The one is to break 
up the old, sweet homes and take 
miserable refuge in boarding houses, 
hotels and apartment houses.

The cosmopolitan 


character of the population made 
such a collection necessary. 
There 


are upwards of 150, elegant church 
edifices and many fine and large 
hotels. Five very fine wagon bridges 
arch the Mississippi. 
The city ranks high architectural- 


ly. The taste and refinement of the 
buildings attract the attention and 
admiration of visitors and give evi- 
dence of the refinement of the citi- 
zens. The early flour and saw mills 
were all built near and around the 
Falls of St. Anthony. The "first flour 
and saw mills were built by Colonel 
Snelling in 1820 and 23 respectively. 
From that insignificant beginning has 
grown the immense lumber and flour 
trade of the city. 


At the present time theie are 13 


large flour mills which produce over 
S5.AQO barrels daily, equal to upward 
of wlS.OOO,000 a year of which two 
of xfS.OOO,000 a year of which two 
and one-half millions are exported 
annually. 
This city is the largest 


primary wheat market in the world; 
the receipts and shipments for the 
year 1906 were 93,263,910 bushels. 


As a lumber producing point Min- 


neapolis leads the world. The census 
of 1900 shows her output of $12,- 
285,305 worth of lumber, far m ex- 
cess of any other city in the coun-try. 
The logs are cut in the northern part 
ot Minnesota and floated down the 
Mississippi river into the booms a 
little distance above the city. 
The 


saw mills have an annual capacity of 
750,000,000 feet but they do not saw 
to the full capacity, though in 1905 
they sawed 382,166,000 feet.

115 miles. Steamers make daily trips 
on the lake in. summer. 


The shores are lined with many 


large hotels, cottages, club houses, 
etc. The lake is not only a resort for 
the citizens of Minneapolis, but many 
people from Chicago, St. Louis, and 
other large cities spend the sum- 
mers at this lovely place.^ 


Many of the early wooden struc- 


tures of the city are yet standing, but 
they are very rapidly giving way to 
larger and more substantial build- 
ings. 
All the new public, business 


and residential buildings are fine and 
solid. 
Among these are the post 


office, court houae, city hall and 


St. Anthony 


(Note 1)—This village was situated 


on the east side of the river, near the 
falls. The first actual settler was R.. 
P. Russell in 184S. W. R. Marshall, 
afterwards governor, settled there in 
1849 when the territory of Minnesota 
was organized and St. Paul designat- 
ed as the temporary capital.

Marshall made an ineffectual effort 
to ha-ve St. Anthony made the per- 
manent capital but secured the loca- 
tion of the State University there. 


In 1S49 a public school was open- 


ed in a small log shanty by Miss 
Electa Bacb,us and in the fall a small 
log school house was built, the first 
in the countj. 
In 1850 the village 


was surveyed and laid out; in 1854 a 
post office was established; in 1855 
the village was incorporated as a 
borough; in 1ST8 it was consolidated 
with Minneapolis.

BEDFORD IN YE OLDEN TIME 


.^•f* 
Complete Text of Two Lectures 


Delivered by 


DR. CHARLES N. HICKOK 


In the Court House at Bedford, February 23 and 


March 19, 1886, and Printed in Full 


in the Bedford Gazette, 


(Continued from last zveek.) 


At the time of the passage of General Boquet's army in 


1763, until 1780, and later, there we're occasional • outbreaks 
of savage cruelty. These were especially frequent and ter- 
rible'in 1763-64 and in '67. 
The obliteration of entire 


families, and the dispersion^and destruction of settlements 
were of not infrequent occurrence. 


Three brothers of the name of Moore, one of them John, 


the grandfather of Ex-Sheriff Hugh and of George Moore, 
settled in Snake Spring Valley prior to 1763. During one 
of the predatory excursions of the Indians the family started 
for refuge to Fort Bedford and all of them succeeded in 
getting there except one of the brothers, George by name, 
who in trying to beat back the Indians killed one and was 
himself wounded and, as his friends supposed, was slain. 
Seven years afterward he returned to his home—the present 
Snyder farm—having been a prisoner all that time. Parties 
were killed while fleeing from Morrison's Cove to Fort Bed- 
ford, among others, ancestors of Mr. Bowers, our banker. 
Massacres occurred near Bloody Run, on Clear ridge, and 
other localities east of this. 
Sparks, the ancestor of the 


families of that name, on Clear ridge; Milligan of Milligan's 
Cove; McConnell of McConnell's Cove; the Pipers of Yel- 
low Creek; Alexander Alexander—"Double-Alec" as he was 
called—the pioneer of Wells' Valley; the Williamses and 
others, who lack of time will not permit me to name, had 
many fearful experiences with, and hairbreadth escapes from 
their savage foes, the recital of which would rival the rugged 
romances of Cooper's "Leather-Stocking Tales." 


Every school child has heard of TulFs Hill, a high ridge 


on the Pittsburg pike, seven miles west from Bedford, and 
the massacre of the Tull family: Mr. TulPs house or cabin 
was on the summit of the hill, north of the present turnpike, 
on the old road, or packer's path. The family consisted of 
the parents, and ten children, nine daughters and one son. 
The son, fortunately for him, was absent and escaped. All 
the others, eleven souls, were murdered, scalped and one 
burned in the house. The story, in detail, is horribly inter- 
esting, but lack of time deprives us of it this evening. Maj. 
James Burns (father of the late General and Judge James 
Burns and ancestor of Samuel and Daniel Bums, of Bed- 
ford,) who died a few years ago at the age of 102 years,, 
came upon the scene before the victims had ceased to breathe, 
and hastening to the fort gave the alarm. A party of sol- 
diers started in pursuit but it was only in time to have the 
dead buried. The savages had escaped. Mrs. Amick, ances- 
tor of Mrs. George Stiffler, Mrs. Mower and others, who 
died at Clearville some fifteen years ago. at the age of 107 
years, also witnessed savage atrocities and made escapes in 
her younger days to the fort. 


I give an extract from the Pennsylvania Gazette of 


August 20, 1764, which incidentally explains the perilous 
state of affairs at the time. 
It says: "All appears to be 


quiet at present along the frontier except about Bedford, 
where there are, according to intelligence from thence, sav- 
ages lying in wait for opportunity to do mischief." General 
Boquet writes to Governor Penn, August 25, 1764, as fol- 
lows: "A party of thirty or forty Indians have killed near 
Bedford, one Isaac Stimble, an industrious inhabitant of 
Ligonier, taken a train of horses," (all the merchandise in 
those days was transported on horses and was termed pack- 
ing) "loaded with merchants' goods, and shot some cattle, 
after Colonel Reed's detachment passed the post.'' 


In Rev. Doctor Dorr's history of the early Episcopal 


churches of Philadelphia, we learn that in July, 1763, the 
"back inhabitants" at Bedford and other points were in 
such distressed condition from the inroads of the savages 
that Christ and St. Peter's churches at the instance of their 
rector, Rev. Dr. Peters, contributed the sum of £662 33 for 
their relief and, after corresponding with the rector and 
wardens of St. John's church at Carlisle, for information, 
"sent supplies of flour, rice and medicines, tog-ether with 
two chests of arms, half a barrel of powder, four hundred 
pounds of lead, two hundred of swan shot, and one thousand 
flints"—right substantial spiritual aid. 


In 1778 the mother of the late James Rea (no relative 


of Ray, the first settler) who was born on the farm on which 
he died, four miles south of Bedford, took him when two 
years old on horseback to her former home at Shippensburg 
to escape the Indians. The late Dr. John Anderson when a 
boy of eleven years went one evening in company with a 
companion of about the same age into a pasture near the 
town for his father's cov, s. They were pursued by Indians. 
Young Anderson succeeded in getting home but the other 
lad was captured by the savages and never heard from after- 
wards. These are but a few of the incidents of hardship of 
those days that we can here relate. 


The houses, now standing, next in age to the Boquet 


house, are -the Funk and Nawgel taverns on West Pitt 
street, and the old tavern, now residence of William Kiser 
on East Pitt. Contemporaneous with these was the long, low, 
two-storied log weather-boarded house that stood where is 
now the McColloh hall, corner of Pitt and Richard streets. 
This was built in 1766, by Thomas Anderson, father of the 
John Anderson above referred to and great-grandfather of 
the present generation of Andersons of Bedford. The early 
life of Anderson was a somewhat romantic one. 
In his 


native home in North Ireland he was known from his con- 
vivial and fox-hunting proclivities as "Rollicking Tom An- 
derson," but he was warm-hearted and generous to the last 
degree. He had won the heart and was promised the hand 
of the daughter of one of his father's neighbors, Alice Lyon, 
the aunt of the late Mrs. James M. Russell, and grand-aunt 
of the late William Lyon, Esq. 
The alliance was objected 


to by the lady's father, a man of rigid views, on account of 
Tom's recklessness, and she was forbidden to see him. Find- 
ing, as all such fathers do, parental authority an ineffectual 
barrier against the cunning of the "subtle god," Mr. Lyon 
surreptitiously sent his daughter across the "deep, deep sea" 
to the care of her brother, who had emigrated to Carlisle a 


few years before. Tom sought for her in vain amongst her 
kindred, and finally, disgusted and disconsolate, he sold his 
heritage and, gathering together his worldly gear, sought 
to forget his disappointment in the wilds of the new world. 
He made investments in Virginia. Some special providence 
drew him to Carlisle. As he was walking along the street 
the word "Tom!" reached his ear in tones "that made the 
heart ov him lape intil his mouth" and looking in the direc- 
tion of the voice he saw his Alice reaching her eager hands 
to him from an upper window. The romantic story is long, 
I cannot tell it here, but finally he bore his "true love" to 
Virginia where the twain were duly made one. Finally, in 
1765 they came to Bedford, and lived here long, and" for 
many years Rollicking Tom -and his Alice have rested, side 
by side, under the thorn trees in the old town grave-yard. 


The stone house now owned by G. M. Anderson was 


built by William Procter; the Espy house, now Mowry's, 
built by David Espy; the old Washington, burned in 1839,- 
owned by Humphrey Dillon (father of Mrs. V. B. Tate) ; 
what is now the Bedford Hotel (Hafer) built by Rev. Wil- 
liam Smith. D. D., rector of St. Peter's church, Philadel- 
phia, first provost and founder of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, also founder of the town of Huntingdon; the Hev- 
den house now Miss Lyons"; the bank house (Hartley's 
Bowers) built by David Riley, as also the north end of'the 
Fort house built by Henry Wertz. were from stone quarried 
on the summit of what is known as Boher's Hill, on the An- 
derson estate and between the years 1767-95. 


The two oldest brick houses standing since the county 


offices in the square were removed, are the Dr. Anderson 
mansion, built by him, now the "Farmers' Home," on East 
Pitt street, and the old Davidson homestead built by Colonel 
Davidson, both built during the last quarter of the last cen- 
tury, exact date not known. Henry Woods, son of George, 
built the stone house now Blymyer's, before the building of 
the adjoining one (the bank house) by David Riley, in 1795. 
Henry Woods was in Congress. 
The stone store building, 


now in possession of Oster & Burns, was occupied about 
1800 and thereafter by Col. Terrence Campbell and son as a 
store. It is said that the colonel. Terry as he was called, built 
it. If he did it \\as on a ground lease, as it was Woods' 
land. 


General Burd built the brick house now in possession 


of J. C. Wright and Bro. and Dr. Statler, late in the last, or 
early in this century. He was an able lawyer and the son 
of Col. James Burd of the "Seven year war" fame. 
The 


old colonel and his wife died on the same day and were 
buried in one grave in the old graveyard south of town, and 
have since been removed to the cemetery. 


The house on the southeast corner of the square, owned 


by M. A. Points, now occupied by T. S. Gilchrist. was built 
in 1798 by David Bo\\en. father of the venerable John 
Bo wen. Esq., printer, to whom I am indebted for many 
valuable reminiscences. Mr. Bo\\en learned his trade in 
The Gazette office under Charles M'Dowell more than sixty 
years ago. 
He was born in the house in question. At the 


time of the raising of the house there were one hundred sol- 
diers encamped in the square and they aided in the raising. 
The house was afterward owned by John Tod, Judge and 
Supreme Judge, of Pennsylvania. Here Mrs. Tod died in 
1826, the day before the burning of the Bonnett House, now 
Purcell's. Mrs. Tod was the daughter of General Hanna, 
whose wife was the daughter of John Harris the founder of 
Harrisburg. She (Mrs. Hanna) was sister of Mrs. Maclay 
of Harrisburg, the great-grandmother of our fellow citizen. 
Judge Hall. 


Where the Russell mansion—that was built in 1816— 


stands, was a log house, owned by one Henry Sides, s. dissi- 
pated character, whose daughter married William Clark— 
Big Bill, as he was called from his great size, being scarcely 
able to walk from his enormous weight. He kept the "Ris"- 
ing Sun"—the old fort house, at an early day. He also kept 
the Clark House, now residence of John P. Reed, Esq. 
It 


was afterward kept by John Keeffe. the father of our genial 
friend, Col. John Keeffe, who was born there. While Clark 
had it a stranger hanged himself in the garret. 
Mr. Bowes 


says the corpse was taken down the alley to the old Episcopal 
burial ground by a few youngsters, ""double quick" and 
buried sans ceremonie. The late Dr. Barclay had, at the 
time, his office in a one-story shed-roofed building that stood 
against the Keeffe house, where is nou the Minnich drug 
store building. 


Mr. Hershberger, grandfather of Henry, built in 1800 


the log-weatherboarded house now Airs. Brode's, as a resi- 
dence, and afterwards, after 1820, the brick between it and 
Diehl's—the Minnich residence—as a store room, now 
Heckerman's drug store. 
The Minnich house was built 


about 1820 by Jacob Diehl, clock-maker. Opposite, in front 
of the office of the late Mr. Find lay Mann, stood the log- 
house of "Billy Gibson" which was built before tine fort went 
down. 


Samuel Funk, (one of the sons of George) hatter, 


owned all the corner from Hershberger's around to Dr. 
Hofius' house. It was filled with quaint, one-story buildings 
that, a few years ago, gave place to the Erode building. In 
the corner one Associate Judge Morrison had a store for 
years. In the next one Ilershberger's. Thomas R. Gcttys, 
Sr., about 1824, started a newspaper called the "True Ameri- 
can," in the interests of the Whig party. He sold it to one 
Grier; bought it back again in 1827, changed its name to the 
Bedford Inquirer, advocating- the same political creed, which 
paper, after sundry vicissitudes, incident to all human enter- 
prises, always preserving its individuality, remains a lively 
and estimable journal to this day. Lecturing for a cemetery 
association seems a dead subject, the introduction into which, 
of living issues may not be just the thing, yet viewing the 
situation from my own—I trust—not bigoted standpoint, I 
may be pardoned for the magnanimity that inspires me to 
turn aside to congratulate the venerable paper on the versa- 
tility that has enabled it to adapt itself to changing circum- 
stances, and the vitality that has survived the death of sun- 
dry of its germs of life and has enabled it to keep on top 
•through all the phases of party name and aspect, since the 
old Whig party gave up the ghost in 1844, until now it is 
keeping such effective vigil over so lively a corpse as the 
National Republican party. I hope the good old paper may 
live a thousand years, and that when "Azrael's hand shall fix 
upon her brow the seal of fate," her sturdy old sister. The 
Gazette, with principles and name unchanged, as heretofore, 
may weep, chief mourner at her funeral. Jesting aside, Bed- 
ford has cause to be proud of both her journals. They are 
venerable in age, as the times go; they arc botli stalwart con- 
servators of the peace, intelligence and good morals of th<j 
homes and state. 


But we were talking of old houses. Daniel Lyberger, 


blacksmith, built the house, now Dexter White's, long, long 
ago. He was the father of the late venerable Mrs. Chapman.

John Claar, blacksmith, ninety year- 
ago built that which with additions was. of late, the Middle- 
ton homestead. The old house of the Mann family, next the 
fort house, was built not less than eighty years ago, by Hon 
David Mann, and occupied for a time by one Woodcock, 
clockmaker, reputed to be a most excellent man. There are 
many of his and Diehl's clocks existing in the count}', noted 
as true time-keepers. The old Herkcrman house, 'recently 
removed to the rear of its lot to make room for a grander 
building, was built in 1806 by Charles M'Dowell, Esq., the 
founder of The Gazette in 1805.

FIRST PROTHONOTARY 


Of Bedford County to Have $10,000 


Statue at Former Home. 


Last week the Senate passed final- 
ly a bill appropriating $10,000 for a 
bronze statue of Gen. Arthur St. 
Clair of Revolutionary War fame. 
The bill provides that the statue shall 
be of heroic size, modeled after the 
oil painting by Peale, in Independ- 
ence Hall, Philadelphia, representing 
the uniform of a Revolutionary offi- 
cer. It is to be mounted on a granite 
base and located in the public square 
in the borough of Ligonier, where 
General St. Clair lived for the greater 
part of his life. 


Governor Stuart is authorized to 
appoint three commissioners to se- 
lect the design and take charge of the 
erection of the statue. 
The bill has 
passed the House and now goes to 
the Governor. 
A similar bill was 
passed by the last legislature and ve- 
toed by Governor Pennypacker be- 
cause of a lack of funds. 


Arthur St. Clair was the first Pro- 
thonotary of Bedford county, serving 
from 1771 to 1773.

Washington, D. C., May 15.—It 


positively is astounding to people here 
in Washington who know President 
Roosevelt, at short range, to read 
about his popularity in the country at 
large, and the further away the more 
popular he seems to be. There must 
be something in that saying that "dis- 
tance lends enchantment to 
the 
view." 
The closer you get to the 
man the less you will like him, for I 
do not know of one lovable trait he 
possesses, although he catches many 
men by his impulsive ways of doing 
things. He impulsively tells one man 
that he will do what is wanted of 
him, but the minute the man's back 
is turned and the man who does not 
want that thing done gets his ear, he 
just as impulsively goes back on what 
he said to the other man, and tells 
che second man that it shall be as he 
wishes. Thus, he is all things to all 
men and nothing very long. 


He has made many grandstand 
plays about doing things that the 
people wanted, but name one thing 
he has done or advocated that has 
been of any practical benefit to the 
people, and I will name you a num- 
ber that he has advocated and done 
that have been or would have been a 
detriment to the interest of the peo- 
ple. What good, so far, has the rail- 
road rate bill been to the consumers 
and shippers of the country? 
Every suit that has been brought 
against the combinations or the rail- 
roads has been brought through the 
Elkins law or the Sherman anti-trust 
law, two laws that were on the stat- 
ute books before the enactment of the 
railroad rate law and simply never 
had been enforced. 


The people of this country have 
got the idea into their heads that 
Mr. Roosevelt is after the rich, the 
predatory rich, and that he is giving 
them a taste of the big stick. 
Well, 
he is not hurting them so bad as he 
is the people who are dependent on 
the growth of the railroads and their 
expansion and their ability to haul 
the crops to market. 
Mr. Roosevelt 


did not hesitate to take the money of 
the predatory rich, during the last 
presidential campaign, when he was 
cheek by jowl with the whole bunch 
of them and hobnobbing with them 
as to the best way to win the election. 
After the election, however, he turns 
on them and, in order to make a 
grandstand play, he asserts that he 
is going to do things to them which 
scares capital into hiding and the 
railroads cannot borrow any money 
to make extensions or build new lines 
that are needed to haul the commerce 
of the country. 


Regulation and control of rail- 
roads is all right. It is Democratic 
policy and Democratic doctrine stolen 
by a Republican administration to 
make it popular, and its popularity 
today is based on policies, doctrines, 
and ideas stolen from the Democratic 
platform. The Democratic platform, 
however, never advocated confiscation 
of property, or tried to wield the big 
stick to scare capital off the face of 
the earth. 
That is what Roosevelt 
has done in order to create a little 
cheap popularity. 


You can take my word for it, the 
veneer will be washea off this politi- 
cal tin deity before his term expires 
and the people will know him as do 
the correspondents in Washington 
and the members of Congress. 
He 
has not a dozen friends in Congress, 
on either side of the political fence, 
but they are afraid to say their soul 
is their own, on account of the pat- 
ronage stick he wields. 
They, also, 
are playing the political game, and 
they dare not express their honest 
opinions. 
If they had the courage 
to do so, they would be astounded to 
know that four-fifths of the men to 
whom they expess them would agree 
with them, and thus the so-called 
popularity of the President would 
vanish like thin smoke. 
It is this 


servile sycophancy ot the members of 
Congress that maintains the popu- 
larity of the President out in the 
country, added to the servility of the 
daily press ot the country in giving 
circulation to all the ideas and 
schemes hatched in the White House. 
Whenever he wants to head oft some 
one or some thing that interferes 
with his plans; whenever he wants to 
get to the people with a grandstand 
play, he sends down for a 'junch ol 
newspaper correspondents for the 
papers that slobber on him and has 
them up to the White House. 
Then 
he pats them familiarly on the back 
and tells them in a heart to heart 
talk what he wants to get before the 
people, always making them write 
the matter in the third person and 
never quote him. 


He then is in a position to deny 


anything that may come out that is 
not pleasing to him, which he does 
with a flourish of trumpets and there- 
by adds new members to his Ananias 
Club. He can not and does not fool 
a lot of the older correspondents 
here. They have looked in his trunk 
and they know him. But it is very 
flattering to the young correspond- 
ents to have the Pesident of the Uni- 
ted. States pat them on the back and 
call them "old boy," and tell them 
what they believe to be the inner- 
most secrets of the White House. 
They all go away and print the same 
story, thus heading off the story as it 
should have been told in the interest 
of the truth. 


Everybody sees the game story in 
the papers all over the country, and 
they believe it to be true, else why 
should all the papers have printed it 
simultaneously. The man who could 
have told the truth about the matter 
has no show. 
He does not occupy 
the position of President of the Uni- 
ted States, and if he were to come 
out with the truth the people would 
not believe him. So, what's the use, 
as the skunks said to one another 
when they smelt an automobile as it 
passed them on the road. 


Here is a little chapter of the C li- 
cago and Alton railroad deal that 
has been one of the leading sensa- 
tions of the country for some time 
past, that never has appeared in print 
so that the people could digest the 


truth. 
The administration of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt has proceeded against 
Mr. E. H. Harriman on account of 
this Chicago and Alton deal. 
Mr. 


Roosevelt is posing in the attitude of 
the people's avenger and trying to 
place Mr. Harriman in the attitude 
of the man who has been injuring 
them. 


Now, what are the facts anent this 
so-called deal? 


It will be recalled that the Alton 


readjustment took place during Mr. 
Harriman's absence in Alaska. 
He 
has nevertheless been held by public 
opinion chiefly responsible for it, 
and his associates in the scheme, 
Messrs. Gould, Stillman, and Schiff, 
have in a large measure escaped the 
condemnation which has been his 
portion. The idea has pervailed that 
Mr. -Harriman planned the deal be- 
fore he left for Alaska, and that what 
took place during his absence was 
simply the carrying out of his ideas. 
Mr. Harriman, to his credit be it 
said, has not sought to escape any 
blame which attaches to the transac- 
tion by shifting the burden upon the 
shoulders of his associates. 
His 
friends say, however, that upon his 
return from Alaska, he was, in fact, 
displeased at what had been done 
while he was away, feeling that a 
mistake had been made. 


This, however, did not prevent him 


from going ahead with his accustom- 
ed energy to make a success of the 
transaction. 
Complete success de- 
pended upon making a market for 
the bonds which had been issued to 
the 
Harriman-Gould-Stillman-Schiff 
syndicate at 65. 


It is said Mr. Harriman secured 


the passage by the state Legislature 
of a law extending the peimissible 
savings bank investment to these 
Alton bonds. 


A fact of extraordinary interest in 


view of recent developments is that 
this law was signed by Gov. Theodoie 
Roosevelt. 
Thus the signature of 
Roosevelt completed the Alton deal 
by giving the Alton bonds the pres- 
tige which attaches to a savings bank 
investment. 
Yet at this very time 
the essential facts of the Alton read- 
justment—stock, stock-watering, and 
all—had been made public. 
Seven years later, as President of 
the United States, Mr. Roosevelt be- 
lieved it to be his duty to proceed 
against Mr. Harriman and condemn 
this very deal which he himself, as 
Governor of New York, had helped to 
consummate.

The associ- 
ation meets the last Saturday of 
every month at 2 p. m. Last month, 
only a few appeared, this should

happen 
again. 
The small 
grower should attend as well as the 
man with a thousand trees or more. 
There are so many things along the 
fruit line going on, a soil survey, etc. 
The experiment station at State 
College would like to have an orch- 
ard of 5 or 10 acres and the owner 
willing to co-operate with them a 
little to try some cultural methods 
advanced by horticulturalists. They 
would like to have an orchard in 
every fruit section as an experimental 
orchard. 
They have such a place 
in Adams county and why not in 
Bedford, for certainly we produce as 
many apples as any county in the 
state? If this suits anyone, write to 
Prof. John P. Stewart, otate College, 
Pa., who has charge of the work. 
This is a knock at every one's door, 
who will let them in? 


It is up to the people to keep this 
organization going. 
Adams county 
has an organization of one hundred 
members, own their own hall and 
have an annual meeting equal to the 
State Horticultural meeting. 
Other 
counties have similar organizations 
and not one produces more fruit than 
old Bedford. It is a good thing to 
keep our own horns tuned up ready 
for use.

Former Bedford Countian 
Writes 


Letter From .Kansas. 


Rosedale, Kan., April 22, 1907. 
Mr. Charles A. Wertz, 


Bedford, Pejana. 
Dear Sir:—Permit'me, as an old 


Bedford county man whose first les- 
sons in horticulture were learned in 
the north part of your county, to 
greet you who are engaged in the 
laudable industry of fruit growing. 
Sixty years ago my father planted 
possibly the largest peach and apple 
orchard ever planted in Morrison's 
Cove up to that time. 
As a lad of 
a dozen years, I assisted in the work 
and have been thus engaged all the 
years since, save the present. How 
successful, I will say that I have been 
engaged and assisted in planting over 
one thousand acres in a single plant. 
I am still interested in this work, as 
are all my family; that we have been 
successful goes without saying. 
My father planted 700 peach trees 
on the ridge two miles west of Wood- 
bury (all seedlings); they came into" 
bearing but, owing to no means of 
shipping or market for the crop, we 
•decided that fruit raising for profit in 
Pennsylvania did not pay and, con 
sequently, was a failure. 
Here, conditions are different— 
with budded varieties, good markets 
advanced ideas in handling fruit 
shipping facilities, etc., the highes 
success was attainable. 
Here it i 
not all a. bed of roses. We have oc 
.casional losses of crops and just now 
we are in bad shape, being at a low 
temperature—20 
degrees 
on 
th< 
morning of the 9th inst., when ou 
peaches were shedding and our ap 
jples, pears and plums were in ful 
bloom, with one of the best prospect 
lor a crop ever witnessed. 
All thi 
was changed and now the question 
is: Will we have anything? 
There 
is still some chance for berries, ap 
pies and pears—-but will they hang' 
Will they not drop? Time will tell 
These, my brother, are some of the 
misfortunes that occasionally attenc 
our profession. 


By the papers I see this condition 
exacts a very widely extended area 
I hope your elevation may be of ad 
vantage to you in this respect and 
that you may have escaped our un 
fortunate condition. I will send you 
under separate cover, one of ou 
papers. 
You will see that I have a 


department which I have conducted 
since the origin of the paper. It ha 
been a real pleasure to be' identified 
with horticultural societies for nearly 
40 years. 
I have just closed a twc 
years' term as president of our Kan 
sas state society. 
But I must no 
trespass on your time; having been ; 
citizen in your county is my excuse— 
pardon me.

"There was n time," said the anti- 


quarian, "when dogs did our roasting 
for us—at least they kept the meat 
turning so It would not burn. 'Spit 
clogs' they were called, and we call 
their aescendiints 'spitz' to this day. 
Spit dogs were trained to turn the 
spits on which roasted chickens, beef, 
ducks and turkeys. The little fellows 
did their work well. They were never 
known to let a fowl burn or to snatch 
a mouthful or two from it. As late as 
181G spit do^s were employed in the 
Old Philadelphia inns on Second and 
Third streets."

great-grandson. 
What would the old gentleman say could 


he see Ehvood voting ? The old house was subsequently the 
Presbyterian parsonage. 
The old, one-story house since 


Bellinger's, with second story added, was in 1805 tne drug 
store of a Dr. George Foulke. The discovery of the Bedford 
Springs lay between him and Jacob Fletcher, who was a 
typical "Izaak Walton," and an eccentric character in his 
day. 
Henry Wertz owned the springs property and the 


"Rising Sun"—the Fort House—about 1790. He built the 
stone or northeast end of it. Thomas Moore, Walter F.'s 
grandfather, built the south or brick end of the Rising Sun 
in 1812 and kept the inn. The Martha Campbell house on 
East Pitt street, late belonging to Barclay & Kegg, is at 
least one hundred years old. 
Miss Campbell, a decayed 


gentlewoman, who died forty years ago aged nearly ninety, 
owned it, and had barely income enough to enable her, by 
careful economy, to live. 
She was a granddaughter or 


great-granddaughter of one of the Dukes of Argyll, the 
family name of which house is Campbell. She had several 
relics descended from her ancestors, amongst other articles 
some old silver plate, several pieces of which are now in the 
possession of William C. Kean, one of her grand-nephews". 
Amongst other heirlooms she had an enormously large ring, 
such as used to be worn on the thumb as a signet, by kings 
and noblemen. It had belonged to her grandfather or to 
some previous ancestor. It was a stone, mounted in a richly 
wrought gallery setting of fine gold and of exquisite beauty. 
I saw it in 1845 a"d although the setting seemed very de- 
cidedly blue for an amethyst, as Miss Campbell supposed it 
was and as I, with mj then limited knowledge of gems, 
thought it, we were mistaken. Had it been such, its value 
as a set might have been fifty dollars. A grand-nephew of 
hers, now dead, had a fancy for the jewel and she gave it to 
him. 
Being in St. Louis soon after and out of funds, he 


proposed to pledge the ring to a jeweler of his acquaintance 
for twenty-five dollars, and was surprised to receive the of- 
fer of twelve hundred dollars for. it. The stone was a sap- 
phire of the first water, and it ended in his having the stone 
exchanged for an amethyst and a payment of sixteen hun- 
dred dollars. I have since learned by pricing sapphires of 
the same size that it was worth more than as many thous- 
ands. The old lady never knew the value of her ring. She 
died, leaving her house to her niece, Mrs. Kean, with enough 
to give her burial and erect a decent memorial over her head. 
Such is destiny.
